EDITORIAL COMMENT 
OUR FRONTISPIECE 


This is not a contribution to the “As it 
was in the beginning’ biographies, yet 
perhaps that title would fit this story better 
even than those Public Libraries has been 
publishing; for to those of us blessed with 
her friendship these many years, is not 
Miss Ahern now just “as she was in the 
beginning’”’ the same cordial, wholesome 
personality. 

““M. E. Ahern, editor,” we read every month 
(except August and September) at the top 
of the editorial page of Public Libraries. 
Too cold and impersonal a cognomen surely 
for Mary Eileen Ahern, whose portrait we 
add now to our series of library notables. 

Sam Walter Foss in his immortal poem 
was right and here in truth is a woman who 
“lives in a house by the side of the road” 
and is a friend of — librarians. We hesitate 
yet to call her “Mother Ahern,” but if you 
ask any library girl who was young in 1896 
or young in any year since then to name 
the one person most helpful in library 
advice, the answer will be ‘Miss Ahern.” 


So our little story can hardly be infor- 
mative, for everybody already knows it. 
We can only tabulate certain facts for 
handy reference: Such as, born on a farm 
in Indiana; attended High School and the 
Normal College of Indiana; School teacher. 
Assistant State Librarian of Indiana, 1889- 
93, State Librarian, 1893-95. Then, after a 
course in library school at Armour Institute, 
Chicago, she became an organizer of libraries, 
1896. But that was the year when it was 
decided that a new library periodical was 
needed in the growing field. Miss Ahern 
was chosen editor, and has ever since given 
of her boundless energy ‘and enthusiasm to 
Public Libraries and has seen it grow under 
her guidance into the influential and 
instructive monthly we have today. 

When a speaker is wanted at a library 
association meeting or someone to handle 
successfully the question box — ‘why not 
ask Miss Ahern!’’ You will meet her at 
almost any State library meeting from Maine 
to California. An A. L. A. convention 
without her is unthinkable — and only three 
of over six thousand members have attended 
more Conferences. She’s just back from 
Seattle — her thirty-fourth — where she was 
absorbing every phase of the discussions and 
giving counsel as always. 

During these past decades of library 
activity and editorial work, Miss Ahern 
has found time for much else. She was for 
several years secretary of the Library De- 
partment of the N. E. A. She organized 
and was secretary of the Indiana Library 
Association. Recently she served overseas 
with the A. L. A. during the World War. 
Lecturer at library schools, and before many 
clubs and associations, and always ready 
with helpful comments wherever library 
matters are discussed. 

Life member A. L. A., Fellow American 
Library Institute, prominent member of the 
Illinois Library Association and the Chicago 
Library Club. Surely from such a life of 
usefulness we may draw inspiration. Our 
frontispiece seems to us a speaking likeness 
of one who has had a larger part than any 
other woman in the upbuilding of the A. L. A.

We have recently supplied to a large 
library a single copy of each of the present 
“newsstand fiction thrillers,” if we may use 
that classification for the hoard of cheap- 
story magazines now being printed to meet 
“what the public wants.” Of course this 
library does not intend to circulate such 
stuff, or to subscribe, but simply to store it 
away as a record of a phase of periodical 
publication that will probably pass almost 
as quickly as it grew to such amazing 
proportions. We have twice in recent issues 
listed these magazines and new ones are 
springing up daily like the weeds which they 
are. 

May we recall our prophecy that this 
class is soon to shrink in favor of better 
reading. The Golden Book, printing only 
real literature and readable good material 
by the best authors of all time, has had an 
amazing success since its start in January, 
1925. Best Stories has now started, a 
monthly reprinting masterpieces of early 
authors, such as “She” by Haggard. The 
publisher began this magazine in June,

1925, under the title Clever Truths and 
changed to Best Stories with September, 
because he says the early name was giving 
the public the impression that he was 
issuing another of the ‘confessional type” 
of periodicals, of which so many are now on 
the stands. Excella, one of them, has just 
announced its coming death. It will be 
smothered by its fond parent with the issue 
on sale October ist. He deserves any 
flowers that may be sent on that date. 
This type of child is no longer persona grata 
it seems to the reading public. The Famous 
Story Magazine will start in October, 
1925, and in the words of its frankly out- 
spoken publisher ‘‘will be distinctly a 
literary magazine unlike my other maga- 
zines which are devoted to fiction.” 

So there will be three new magazines this 
year that need consideration by librarians. 
Golden Book, Best Stories, Famous Story Mag- 
azine. We venture the prediction that the 
other kind have passed the peak of their 
popularity. Saucy Stories ( Heart-to- Heart 
Stories), Real Life Stories, are dead. True 
Confessions is now Fawcett’s Magazine. 
True Adventures is Lariat Magazine.

American Speech, vol. 1, no. 1, will be dated 
September and issued monthly. $4.00 a year, but 
those who order it before November 10, 1925, 
will be called ‘“‘charter subscribers” and get a price 


of $3.00, not only for the first year but as long as the 
subscription runs without lapse. This charter 
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member idea is fine for the subscriber, but makes 
bookkeeping for the agent. International Book Review 
tried it much to our subsequent discomfiture, for 
we pay a renewal at regular rate, then customer 
says “‘why?” and flashes at us a bill at the ‘‘charter” 
price. 


Chemicals. Here is a life story worth while. It 
may not be quite true for like the student of anti- 
diluvian remains, we have from a ‘“‘jaw-bone” con- 
structed our animal, the publisher apparently 
knowing little of this evolution. 


Back in May, 1920, Chemical Engineer was merged 
in Chemical Age, but with vol. 33, no. 2, February, 
1925, Chemical Age ceased as a separate periodical, 
and a new magazine called Chemical Record-Age 
came into existence. It was the child from the 
marriage of Chemical Age and Chemical Color and 
Oil Record, both parents dying at its birth. The 
child carried on the father’s work and was started 
with vol. 23, no. 12 (the volume and number of 
Chemical Color and Oil Record thus being perpetuated). 
Let us leave the young child a moment and dig into 
another family history. 


Textile Chemist had been absorbed by Color Trade 
Journal which felt quite proud of its achievement. 
Then the Color Trade Journal, advanced in years, 
and the orphan infant prodigy of two months, 
Chemical Record-Age, met like Goliath and David. 
Just what happened no one will tell but there was 
born a new and consolidated infant calling itself 
“‘Chemicals,”” vol. 23, no. 21, May 25, 1925. You 
will notice that Chemical Color and Oil Record is thus 
acknowledged as the sire, and we learn that Color 
— Journal (vol. 16, no. 5, May, 1925) died at the 
birth. 

We now have a lusty weekly infant in Chemicals 
calling one weekly issue in each month a “‘ Dyestuffs 
Edition” and another issue in each month a “‘Tech- 
nical Edition.’” These may be subscribed to as 
monthlies at $3.00 a year for either, or the weekly 
magazine, including them may be had for $5.00. 

It would further appear that the sorrowing rela- 
tives of all these deceased ancestors are recieving as 
a fitting substitute for their paid-up subscriptions, 
a number now and then of the new ‘‘Chemicals.”’ 


Color Trade Journal was a monthly, as was also 
Chemical Age, so subscribers are getting one weekly 
issue each month of the ‘‘Chemicals” and we have 
such laments, coming in as this — ‘‘We got Chemical 
Age up to vol. 32, no. 2, then received Chemical 
Record-A ge, vol. 23, nos. 12, 16, 19, and Chemicals, 
vol. 23, nos. 21, 23, etc.’”” No one but a chemistry 
professor can tell in advance what different chemicals 
mixed together will produce. We are not that sort 
of a professor — yet. 


Christian Century issued vol. 42, no. 10, March 5, 
and then 42, no. 10, again March 12, 1925, so the 
publisher had the brilliant (?) idea of turning time 
back in its relentless course by calling March 19, 
no. 11, March 26, no. 12, and A pril 2, no. 14, skipping 
no. 13 to make amends for the two tens! Did he 
accomplish his purpose? 


Faweett’s Magazine is the new name of True Con- 
fessions Magazine. Is this not a sign that the pub- 
lishers are beginning to find that the idea of a sug- 
gestive title to induce sales is not a winner for 
permanent business-building? 


Magazine Notes 
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Hearst's International combined with Cosmopolétan 
seems to be the new name of the merger, and not 
Cosmopolitan as first announced. Evidently Mr. 
Hearst was not willing to be eliminated. Probably 
some one told him more copies could be sold without 
his name, and he got mad and told them it must 
stay on. Here is a cross-word puzzle to solve: — 
How is the name of the magazine to be alphabetted? 
The publisher always refers to it as Cosmopolitan, 
but the trained cataloger says it must go under 
Hearst in the H’s with Heaven and the others. We 
are just getting out our catalog. We will put it in 
both ‘“‘C” and “‘H” for, like the man about to die, 
it may have friends in both places. 


McClures Magazine after sleeping eight months 
has awakened into new life as new series, vol. 1, no. 1, 
May, 1925, edited by Col. S. S. McClure. This 
is whole number 371 and begins Ida Tarbell’s life 
of Judge Gary, and the story of steel. After page 
124 of the “‘big’”” magazine (big but not in size, for 
it is the old standard octavo 634 x 9384) comes some- 
thing new in a popular magazine, a department 
called ‘‘The Little Magazine,” having both original 
and reprinted material with the one idea of culti- 
vating a sense of beauty, sweetness, and goodness. 
We welcome the new McClure and hope all, especially 
the children, will read every word of the Little Maga- 
sine. 


Motor World has changed to Motor World Whole- 
sale and will no longer take renewal subscriptions, 
except from those in the wholesale business. No 
library can subscribe, thus we have a parallel case 
to Motor Age. We think these publishers are short- 
sighted in thus denying those of their clients who 
wish to use their own city library, opportunity to 
read the magazines there and improve their knowl- 
edge of their business. On the other hand we note 
that Motor will take library subscriptions and shows 
thus its broader spirit. No magazine ever gained 
circulation by refusing to be shown at a library; 
rather is the library copy the means of making new 
subscribers. 


North Carolina's Historical Review is a quarterly 
now in its second year and worthy of consideration 
by all libraries which collect any local or state his- 
torical material. Each issue has one or more original 
contributions, a good book review department, 
historical notes, and reprints of documents and 
manuscripts pertaining to North Carolina. $2.00 
yearly, inning with vol. 3, though it has hitherto 
been sent free to libraries. May we have your order 
to subscribe? The F. W. Faxon Co. are selling 
agents and handle all subscriptions beginning Jan- 
uary, 1926 


Periodical Pointers, no. 1, June, 1925, is a four-page 
leaflet issued by Herman Goldberger, Boston. It is 
designed, like Periodica of the Franklin Square 
Agency and the Faxon Births and Deaths, to record 
new and changed titles in the periodical world. We 
welcome to the field these two sister “‘lists,”” but our 
bibliographic sense of right is offended when ‘‘Per. 
Pointers” states that Our World Monthly changed to 
Our World Weekly, when it simply merged. Paper 
didn’t change to Paper Trade Journal, it was bought 
up and killed. 


Royal (formerly Costume Royal) was sold recently 
to Today’s Housewife. That’s why you are tr ae 
that magazine. Children’s Vogue has merged wit 
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Vogue Pattern Book to form a new magazine called 
Vogue Fashion Bimonthly. If you don’t appreciate 
getting Today's Housewife in place of your Royal, 
perhaps Condé Nast will consent to send you Vogue 
Fashion Bi- Monthly instead. Let us ask him for you. 


Time is a weekly news magazine which many 
libraries already know. We can recommend it as 
a valuable addition to any library list. It may be 
added at the ‘“‘club rate” of $4.50 a year. Send 
Faxon your order. 


True Experiences, vol. 1, no. 1, is a four-page leaflet 
issued free by the Blue Book Magazine. It has no 
date but turned up on our desk August 1, 1925. It 
has a true story of interest and is really we imagine 
an ad for Blue Book Magazine. 


Visual Education has hidden itself behind The 
Educational Screen, last issue under old name was 
January, 1925. Peek-a-boo! 


Vocational Education Magazine was killed after 
January, 1925. The undertaker will refund your 
unexpired subscription if you ask, but prefers to keep 
the money, with your kind permission, and use it 
to some good educational purpose. 

Wireless Age, with vol. 12, no. 11, August, 1925, 
closes its life and is merged with Popular Radio. 
September, 1925, of the latter is vol. 8, no. 3, carrying 
out its former existence without any apparent change. 
Wireless Age was the pioneer of all the radio maga- 
zines, having been born twelve years ago as Marconi- 
graph, which title it kept for the first year. 


Subscriptions to Wireless Age will receive Popular 
Radio for the proper number of months, taking into 
account the fact that Wireless Age was $2.50 a year 
and Popular Radio is $3.00. This means if you are 
due six months of ‘“‘Wireless’” you will receive five 
months of ‘Popular’ so says the publisher. Why 
not be generous friend ‘‘ Popular,” and allow the full 
period.
